KANSAS AND MANITOBA. 


Toronto World. 


The Globe tells us that harvesting has begun 
in Kansas aud that the wheat crop will be the 
largest in the history of the State—about sixty 
million bushels. e farmers are crying for 
harvest hands and 20,000 could find work. The 
paper, after this fitful gleam of cheerfulness over 
the happy condition of Kansas, turns its face to 
its own Vand and immediately resumes its wont- 
ed gloom. There is all rain, floods and swollen 
rivers. If the reports of plenteous crops reach- 
ed the organ from our Northwest it would 
either ignore them or warn us that the informa- 

_ tion should be largely discounted, owing to the 
boom propensities of the Northwesterners. But 
bless your heart they swallow the Kansas esti- 
mates without even demandingfa one per cent. 
reduction. Of course Kansas boomsters would 
never think of over-stating the crops. The 
World hopes that the estimate is a true state- 
ment of facts, for from all it can hear the people 
of that unhappy state in common with the rest 
of their western fellow countrymen are in a sad 
way. From where does the loudest cry of dis- 
tress proceed in the United States ? Why, from 
the western grain states. Where does socialism 
and its litterature appear to find most accept- 
ance? Why, from those new rich prairie lands 
which have scarcely yet become used to the 
novelty of the plow. here do the fads of free 
silver paper money and People’s parties (all sure 
signs of social and financial distress) find the 
warmest acceptance ? Why, in these virgin 
acres west of the Mississippi river. From that 
region comes a steady owl against railroad 
managers, bankers, mortgage companies and 
other organizations of capital. 


SMALL-POX IN VICTORIA. 


A despatch from Victoria, B. C., of July 11th 
says: Small-pox is epidemic in Victoria, there 
being over forty cases reported up to last night, 
and in copsequence there is a general panic, At 
a meeting of the members of the medical profes- 
sion it was urged that immediate steps be taken 
to effectively prevent the spread of the disease.

A COMPARISON. 


The following is an extract from an article in 
the Detriot. Echo, comparing the British politi- 
cal system with that of the United States. The 
BULLETIN reyr-ts that it has not space for the 
whole article but the remainder merely confirms 
and clenches the arguments and assertions here 
given. 

o* * * * Thus in one month = the 
British people, by the peculiar plasticity of their 
constitution and its sensitive responsiveness to 
the public will, are able to consider ang deter - 
mine the most vita! questions, and change 
their government so as to bring that will into 
effect in law, or to mark with their condemna- 
tion or disapproval the new proposals and give 
the conservative party a new commission to con- 
tinue the foe which that party represents. 
It cannot be denied that this is very direct gov- 
ernment of the people, for the people and by 
the people. If they do not get what they want 
it will be their own fault ind not any fault of 
the constitution or of the sovereign, the latter 
being a mere figure-head who interposes, and 
can interpose, no obstacle whatever to the ac- 
page ie Sev nay of the public wishes as expressed 
in elections. 

‘‘{n the United States the people are also en- 
gaged in a contest in which the policies of the 
two great parties are in issue at the tribunal of 
popular sovereignty. Two years ago the issue 
was submitted in an election for representatives 
ingcongress, The people voted overwhelmingly 
against the McKinley tariff and against the 
single gold standard, which were the only ques- 
tions involved, A house was elected which was 
more than two-thirds against those measures. 
But, in spite of the popular verdict, nothing has 
been done, the house so elected and so disposed 
being itself afraid to make any laws so near an- 
other election. But if the house had been ever 
so determined it could do nothing, as the senate 
and president would have resisted and paralized 
its etlorts to grant the people what they had 
demanded with such emphasis of overwhelming 
majorities, 

“* * * * Tt is this peculiar clumsiness 
of our system of government which has saved 
the policies of the republican party from over- 
throw during the past 20 years. National elec- 
rions have taken place every two years. Since 
1872 the republican party has been in a minority 
in all these elections, exoept three, and that 
party has carried but three houses in all that 
time. But republican principles and policies 
have characterized the whole action of the gov- 
ernment, regardless of adverse popular action 
at the polls.”

At the same time the boards and 
scraps surrounding the burning building 
were being removed and water thrown on 
the outer circle of the fire to prevent it 
reaching some brush piles that were around. 
As the burning building was completely 
surrounded by trees the force of the wind 
in carrying «fragments was much 
broken. In a little over an hour from 
the first alarm of fire the building was only 
a mass of coals. In hgur or two more all 
danger of the fire spreading had ceased and 
the engine was taken home but a wateh- 
man was left to guard the place. The 
building was nearly completed and most of 
the plastering was done. There is very 
little doubt that the fire was the work of 
an incendiary,as the carpenters had cleared 
up the building of shavings on leaving it 
for the plasterers and an accidental match 
or spark would not have started it. The 
windows were not put in so that there was 
the greatest possible draft through the 
building to fan the fire. The less will be 
about $2,700, which will probably fall up- 
on the contractor, Jas, McDonald. The 
tire brigade could not have acted more 
promptly or effectively than in this case, 
but there had not been any arrangement 
made with the water company and the 
tank wagons were not available at all 
quickly, The horses were out and the 
men away, as might naturally be expected 
on a fine Sunday afternoon, and no doubt 
if the fire was the work of an incendiary 
he had this in view. Two of the tank 
wagons were brought up one after the other 
by KE. Raymer. Luckily there was no short- 
age of water as there was a large cistern 
full at Mrs. Hardisty’s house. Some ar- 
rangement should at once be made by the 
council to have the tank wagons immediate- 
ly available at every fire, for an engine is 
not much use without water. 

To-day, about eleven o’clock, the alarm 
was again sounded from the town bell, and 
the engine and hooks were out as promptly 
as before. The fire was in the Jasper 
House, but had not developed beyond smoke 
when the engine arrived. At first the fire 
was supposed to be in the attic but it final- 
ly proved to be under the cooking range, 
from whence the smoke rose between the 
outside wall’and the plaster to the reof of 
the frame addition. On being discovered 
it Was soon put out. No great damage was 
done, The outside wall was hacked 
through in a couple of places and a little 
of the sheeting pu led off. There may also 
have been some damage done by water, 
but uot of any serious consequence,

THE COMMERCIAL’S OPINION. 


The Winnipeg Commercial has the fullowing 
editorial comment regarding the land office 
trouble: ‘The proposal to remove the land 
office to the new town was a trivial affair, but 
the demonstration it provoked in opposition 
thereto, shows how the feeling runs. ilways 
are granted aid with the object not only to open 
up the country for new settlers, but also to 
benefit the pioneer settlers who have gone in 
ahead to subdue the country in advance of the 
railways. These pioneers very naturally con- 
clude that their interests stand foremost in this 
matter. When government aid is given to a 
railway company, we think the government 
should make it a condition that the interests of 
the pioneer settlers should be protected as much 
as possible. The building up of new railway 
towns, close by and in competition with these 
pioneer towns, has been considerable of a hard- 
ship in this country, when in some cases it 
would have been as convinient to establish the 
railway point in the old town. The case of the 
old town of Macleod is an example of this 
nature. The object is tomake as much money 
out of the land as possible, and instead of run- 
ning the railways into the old towns, new towns 
are built up on the name and prestige of the 
pioneer towns. In the case of Edmonton, the 
town is located on the north side of the river, 
and it would cost cousiderable to carry the rail- 
way across to the old town. It seems a small 
affair for the government, however, instead of 
endeavoring to protect the interests of these 
pioneers, to attempt to injure them by sanction- 
ing the removal of the government offices to the 
new townsite, especially as it appears that the 
old town is the most convenient place for these 
oftices,”
